S.R.O. 91. — Whereas a draft of Ihe byc-Iaws for the laying 
out of streets mid the regulation of the erection of buildings 
and prohibition of such erection without making adequate 
provision for the laying out and location of streets and other 


civic amenities in the Secunderabad Cantonment, was pub- 
lished with the Cantonment Board’s notice No. 4201, dated 
the 20th August, 1970, as required by Section 284 of the 
Cantonment . Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), inviting objections and 
suggestions from aH persons likely to be affected thereby, 
till 21st September 1970 ; 

And whereas the said notice wag made avail uble to the 
public on the 20th August, 1970; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
(he public on the said draft have been duly considered by 
the aforesaid Cantonment Board ; 

And whereas the Central Government have duly approved 
and confirmed the draft of the said bye-laws as required by 
sub-section (D of Section 284 of the said Act; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clauses (19) and (39) of Section 282 and Section 283 of 
the said Act, the said Cantonment Board hereby makes the 
following bye-lawg, namely ; — 

BYE-LAWS 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These bye-laws may 
be called the Secunderabad Cantonment (Laying out of Streets 
and Regulation and Prohibition of Erection of Buildings) 
Bye-laws, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Submission of layout plans. — Any person intending to 
lay out a lard into separate plots for construction of build- 
ings and or for selling the same as building sites, within 
the Secunderabad Cantonment shall submit an application 
in the Form specified in the Appendix to these bye-laws. 
The form will be available with the Cantonment Board and 
will be supplied on payment of fifty poise per set of three 
forms. 

3. Manner of making application. — (1) The application 
shall be accompanied by a site plan drawn to a scale of 
1 ; 3960 and layout plan drawn to a scale of 1 : 600, each 
in triplicate (one copy on tracing cloth and others in blue 
print), signed by the applicant and furnishing the following 
particulars : 

(i) boundaries of the land indicating North Point, mea- 

surements of the Land and survey numbers ; 

(ii) electric lines ; 

(iii) telephone and telegraph lines ; 

(iv) water mains ; 

(v) mains sewers ; 

(vi) drains ; 

(\ii) existing buildings, huts, open spaces, natural water 
courses, trees and other permanent features which 
cannot normally be distrubed ; 

(viii) layouts already approved and development of which 
have already taken place upto 90 meters around 
the boundary of the land ; 

(ix) distance of the outer boundaries of the site with 

reference to the centre of any street, road, or high- 
way abutting the boundaries of the land ; 

(x) directions and means of access from the existing public 

or private street, intended level and width or pro- 
posed street, and the building lines as per street and 
the building lines as per standard specified in the 
bye-laws ; 

Cxi) position, number and size of the individual plots 
and open spaces. 

(2) The applicant shall also furnish a Statement of pro- 
posals for providing approaches from the existing public or 
privntc streets, for levelling, metalling and black topping 
the proposed roads conservancy, storm water and Under- 
ground drains, and indicating the works which he volunteers 
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and undertakes to carry out himself and the remaining works 
lo be carried out at his expense by the Cantonment Board. 

4. Minimum area for each plot. — Each plot proposed to 
be laid out shall not be less than 1200 square feet or 112 
square meters and the frontage of the plot shall not be 
less than 30 feet or 9.1 meters in length. 

5. Width of streets. — The streets shall have the following 
widths with reference to their lengths ' — 

Length of Street Width of Street 

(a) 0 to 1000 ft. 30 feet or 9.1 metres. 

or 

0 to 304 meters. 

(b) above 1000 feet 40 feet or 12.2 meters. 

or 

304 meters. 

6. Marking of building Hues.— There shall be marked on 
the layout plan in dotted line a building line which shall 
be *. 


(a) 5 feet or 1.5 meters from the edge of the road in 
respect of plots measuring less than 560 square 
meters, and 


(b) 20 feet or 6 meters from the edge of the road in 
respect of plots measuring 560 square meters and 
above. 

7. Open space to he left around bulldlng.-^Notwithstanding 
anything contained in any other bye-laws for the time being 
in force, a space of not less than 5 ft. or 1.5 meters shall 
be left unbuilt from the boundary of the plot adjoining the 
street, a similar space shall be left on one side of the 
proposed building and a space of not less than 5 feet or 
1,5 meters shall be left unbuilt to the rear of the building; 


Provided that the area of the plot to be built over shall 
not exceed the following maximum limits, namely : —

water-supply mains shall be earned out as directed by the 
Executive Officer in accordance with the condition of land and 
adequate discharge and supply. 

2. The applicant will have to take connection for water- 
supply from the nearest Cantonment water main. The Board 
will, as far as possible, provide mains connection within 300 
yards or 274 meters of the edge of the layout. 

12. Construction of streets, drainage and laying of water- 
supply by the Cantonment Board — Where an applicant de- 
sires the Cantonment Board to construct streets and drains 
and lay water-supply mains, he shall deposit the estimated 
cost of the work furnished by the Executive Officer, together 
with an additional sum amounting to five percent of the cost 
of work as sunci vision charges to the Canit. Board. Actual 
cost incurred by the Board in this regard (besides an addi- 
tional five percent of actual cost as supervision charges) will 
have to be paid by him and he shall execute an agreement to 
this effect with the Cantt. Board. 

13. Area reserved for streets and open spaces. — The Board 

may also require the applicant to leave open spaces as lung 
urea wherever considered necessary provided that the area of 
such open space and street shall not he less than 40 per cent 
of the total area of the land. 

14. Prior approval of the Cantt. Board. — No building notice 
under section 179 of the Cantonment Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) 
shall be entertained until the layout is approved by the Can- 
tonment Board ard the streets, drains and water supply lines 
arc laid to the satisfaction of the Executive Officer at the 
cost of the applicant and handed over to the t. antt. Board 
by executing gift deed m favour of the C antonment Board 
Secunderabad, foi maintenance. However, the Board may 
sanction building application in respect of such plots in a 
layout which arc abutting on the existing main stieets of the 
Cantt. Board of public Works Department or Militaiy Engi- 
neering Services if all other amenities are available. 

15. Power of Cantt. Board to sanction, modify or reject* — 
The Cantonment Board may sanction the layout plan sub- 
mitted by the applicant if the same is in accordance with 
the bye-laws or sanction the same with such modifications 
as the Cantt. Board may consider fit, or may refuse to 
sanction any layout if proprietary rights on the land pro- 
posed to be laid out is claimed by the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Defence to be their land as shown in 
the General Land Register maintained lor the purpose. 

16. Penalty. — If any person contravenes any provisions of 
these bye-laws he shall be punishable with line which may 
extend to one hundred rupees and in case the contravention 
is u continuing one with an additional fine which may extend 
to ten rupees per day during which such contravention conti- 
nues after conviction for the first such contravention. 


8. Splaying of corner, — The corner of each plot at the 
junction of two streets shall be splayed with 10 ft. or 3.05 
meters off-set or rounded off. 

9. Access to existing streets,— All proposed streets shall 
have access from existing public or private street with un- 
restricted right of way to the public or through connecting 
proposed streets already sanctioned in a neighbouring layout. 

10. Construction of streets*— ( 1 ) The streets shall be cons- 
tructed with a minimum of J 1.50 cms. thick (spread thickness) 
water bound maeadum and 4,00 cms. thick asphalt premix 
carpet including a seal as specified in the standard Schedule 
of the Military Engineering Services applicable to Secundera- 
bad, with suitable sub-grade wherever required by the soil 
condition which shall be decided by the Executive Officer. 
The width of metalled portion shall be a minimum of 12 feet 
or 3.7 meters for 30 feet or 9.1 meters wide street, 16 feet 
or 4.9 meters for 40 feet or 12.2 meters wide street. 

(2) Wherever layout plun provides for back to back plots 
between two roads or streets, a service lane of a width of not 
less thah 6 feet or L8 metres shall be provided between the 
two plots and such service lane shall be properly consolidated 
with a minimum of 11.50 cms. thick water-bound maeadum.

VI. The tax on advertisements shall be payable by the firms, 
shop-owners, agencies, advertisers, cinema owners and by 
all concerned with advertisements as in the aforesaid cases. 


Note Mere exhibitntion of the name of the owner of the 
vehicle, lorry or bus is not an advertisement liable 
to the tax. For the purpose of calculating the sixe 
of an illuminated advertisement or sky sign the great- 
est length and the greatest breadth will be taken into 
consideration. 

2. Liability for payment Every person who erects, 
exhibits, fixes or retains upon or over any 
land, building, wall, hoarding or structure any adver- 


tisement to public view in any manner whatsoever, in any place 
whether public or private, shall pay on every advertisement 
which is so erected, exhibited, fixed, retained or displayed to 
public view a tax calculated at such rates and in such manner 
as mentioned in paragraph 1 above: 

Provided that no tax shall be levied on any advertisement 
or a notice - 

(a) of public meeting, or 

(b) of an election to any legislative body or the Cantonment 
Board, St, Thomas mount-cum-Pallavarom, or 

(c) of a candidature in respect of such an election: 

Provided further that no such tax shall be levied on 
any advertisement which is not a sky sign and which — 

(a) is exhibited within the window of any building, or 

(b) relates to the trade or business carried on within the 
land or building upon or over which such advertisement 
is exhibited or to any sale or letting of such land or 
building or any effects therein or to any sale, entertain- 
ment or meeting to be held upon or in the same, or 

(c) relates to the name of the land or building upon or over 
which the advertisement is exhibited or to the name of 
owner or occupier of such land or building, or 

(J) relates to the business of any railway company, or 

(c) is exhibited within any railway station or upon any 
wall or other property of a railway company except any 
portion of the surface of such wall or property fronting 
any street. 

Explanation 1.^ The word "structure” in this paragraph shall 
include any moveable board on wheels used 
as an advertisement or an advertisement 
medium. 

Explanation 2.— The expression "sky-sign" shall, in this para- 
graph mean any advertisement, supported on 
or attached to any post, pole, standard, frame- 
work or other support wholly or in part upon 
or over any land, building, wall, or structure 
which or any part of which sky-sign, shall be 
visible against the sky from some point in any 
public place and includes all and every art 
of any such post, pole, standard, framework 
or other support. The expression "sky-sign" 
shall also include any balloon, parachute 
or other similar device employed wholly or 
in part from the purposes of any advertisement 
upon or over any land, building or structure 
or upon over any public place but shall not 
include 

fa) any flagstaff, pole, vane or weather cock, unless adapted 
or used wholly or in part for the purposes of any adver- 
tisement; or 

(b) any sign, or any board, frame or other contrivance secu- 
rely fixed to or on the top of the wall or parapet of any 
building or on the cornice or blocking course of any 
wall, or to the ridge or a roof : 

Provided that such board, frame or other contrivance be of 
one continous face and not open work, and do not extend 
in height more than one metre above any part of the 
wall, or parapet or ridge to, against or on which it is fixed or 
supported; or 

(c) any advertisement relating to the name of the land 
or building upon or over which the advertisements 
exhibited or to the name of the owner or occupier of 
such land or building; or 

(d) any advertisement relating exclusively to the business 
of a railway company and placed wholly upon or over 
any railway, railway station, yard, platform or station 
approach belonging to a railway company and so plac- 
ed that it ca.mol fall into any street or public place; or 

(c) any notice of land or buildings to be sold, or let, placed 
upon such land or buildings. 
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Explanation 3. — "‘Public place” means any place which is 
open to the use and enjoyment of the public, 
whether it is actually used or enjoyed by the 
public or not. 

3. Permission to display advertisement ; — 

(a) No advertisement shall after the levy of the tax under 
section 60 of the Cantonments Acs, 1924 (2 of 1924) has 
been approved by the Central Government, be 
erected exhibited, fixed, or retained upon or over any 
land, building, wall hoarding or structure within the 
St. Thomas Mounl-cuni-Pallavaram. 

(b) The Cantonment Executive Officer shall not grant such 
permission if : — 

(i) the advertisemnt contravenes any bye-law made by the 
Cantonnunt Board under clause (3) of section 282 
and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 
1 924), or 

(ji) the tax* if any, due in respect of the advertisement 
has not been paid. 

(c) Subject to the provisions contained in sub-paragraph 
(b) above in the case of an advertisement liable to the 
advertisement tax, the Cantonment Executive Office 
shall grant permission for the period to which the pay- 
ment of the tax relates and no lee be charged in res- 
pect of such permission : 

Provided that the above provisions shall not apply to any 
advertisement erected, exhibited, fixed or retained on the premis- 
es of a railway company relating to the business of a railway 
company. 

4. Permission to become void:— 

The permission granted under paragraph 3 above shall 
bicom; void in the following cases, namely - 

(a) if the advertisement contravenes any bye-law made 
by the Board under clause (3) of section 282 and sec- 
tion 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) ; 

(b) if any addition to the advertisement be made except for 
the purpose of making it secure under the direction of 
the Cantonment Executive Officer ; 

(c) if any material change be made in the advertisement or 
any part thereon; 

(d) if the advertisement or any part thereof falls otherwise 
than through accident; 

(e) if any addition or alteration be made to, or in the 
building wall or structure upon over which the adver- 
tisement is erected, exhibited, fixed or retained if such 
addition or alteration involves the disturbance of 
the advertisement or any part thereof; and 

(f) if the building, wall or structure upon or over which the 
advertisement is erected, is exhibited, fixed or retained 
be demolished or destroyed. 

5. Contravention of provisions of Bye-Laws : — 

Where any advertisement shall be erected, exhibited, lixed 
or retained upon or over any land, build inti, wall, hoarding 
or structure in contravention of the provisions contained in 
paragraph 2 above or paragraph 3 above or after the wrilkn 
permission for the erection, exhibition* fixation or retention 
thereof for any period shall have expired or become void, 
the owner or person in occupation of such land, building, 
wall, hoarding or structure shall be deemed to be the 
person who has erected, exhibited, fixed or retained such 
adverlisemmt in such contravention unless he proves that 
such contravention was committed by a person not in his 
employment or under his control or was committed without 
his connivance. 

6. Power to require oAvner or occupier to remove an advertise - 
meat: — 

If any advertisement h* erected, exhibited, fixed or rctuinid con 
trary to tli" provisions contained in paragraph 2 above or para- 
graph 3 above or after the written pci mission for the erection, 
exhibition, fixation or retention thereof for any period shall 


have expired or become void, the Cantonment Executive Officer 
may, by notice in writing, require the owner or occupier of the 
land, building, wall, hoarding or structure, upon or over which 
the same is erected, exhibited, fixed or retained to take down or 
remove such advertisement or may enter any building, land or 
property and have the advertisement removed, 

7. Power to farm out collection of to\ on advertisements : — 

The Cantonment Executive Officer may farm out the coll- 
ection of any tax on advertisements leviable under paragraph 
2 above for any period not exceeding one year at a time on such 
terms and conditions as may be provided for by b^e-laws made 
under clause (3) of section 282 and section 283 ol the Canton- 
ments Act, J 924 (2 of 1924).
